Description of Saket Lok 


The Position of Saket Loka in Spiritual World(Chidakash) Tripad Vibhuti 
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“There are innumerable divine abodes (e.g. various 
abodes of gods and goddesses [Mahabrahma, 
Mahashambhu, Durga-devi etc], and many 
Vaikunthas of the various Avataras of Vishnu, 
Dvarika, Mathura-Purl, Goloka-Vrindavana, etc) in 
Tripadvibhuti (beyond the divine viraja river); and 
all of those are made up of Shuddha-sattva and all 
filled with supreme bliss of Brahm (Brahmananda)! 


Beyond all those, there is the supreme abode of 
Vishnu (i.e. Adi-Vaikuntha). The devotees and 
servants of Lord's lotus-feet reside in the supreme 
(Adi-)Vaikuntha loka, that Supreme abode of 
Bhagavan Vishnu, the very embodiment and 
bestower of the bliss of Brahm. 


At the very center of that (Adi-Vaikuntha loka in 
the Paramavyom) is situated the divine city 
renowned by the name of Ayodhya, which is 
adorned and filled all around by amazing multi- 
storied buildings and picturesque Vimaans." 


The divine city Ayodhya is in the middle of the 
topmost part of Adi-Vaikuntha loka. It shows Shri 
Ramas abode divine Ayodhya is the original root 
source of all Vaikuntha-lokas, and even the Adi- 
Vaikuntha loka the abode of Adi-Narayana is 
present in the outer circle of divine city Ayodhya.

GOLOKA : Manifestation Of SAKET LOKA

"Golok (in which Mathura and Vrindavan etc are 
present) is situated on the west of Sri Saket-Loka." 


Suka Samhita says Bhagavan Sri Ram is the 
original personality of Godhead, and his consort 
Bhagavati Sri Sita is the original Para-shakti in Sri 
Saket-Loka (the topmost realm). When Sri SitaRam 
felt to amuse themselves in Nitya-Ayodhya, then 
Sri Saketa (the topmost realm) manifested Goloka- 
Vrindavana as one part (amsha-manifestation) of 
the (Pramod Vana of) Saketa, and from Sri Rama, 
Sri Krishna appeared and from Sri Sita Ji, Sri 
Radhika appeared. 


(This is topmost realm in spiritual space also called as Nitya-Ayodhya, which is the core central 
part of Goloka or say Nitya-Vaikuntha where Lord Rama and his supreme potency in form of Sita 
are eternally situated in their eternal-leela. )

( Goloka, the supreme abode of Krsna, is also known as eternal Vaikuntha which is eternally self 
illuminated andit is in form of a great lotus flower, each petal represents different Vaikuntha- 
regions. The central part of Goloka is known as 'SaKet Loka’ or ‘eternal Ayodhya’ where Lord Rama, 
Swayam Bhagvan lives in form of a Nitya Kishor with his Para-Shakti Sita.) 
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(The supremely divine abode of Lord Maha-Vishnu and it's the inner central core part is called as 
‘Rama Puri i.e. divine city of Rama or Ayodhya. Ayodhya is the core of Vaikuntha or say Goloka.)

"In the Saket-Loka (Ayodhya), there is exceedingly 
charming divine forest known as Ashoka-Vana 
which is full of Rasa and Rasa (necatine bliss) 
alone. In central region of that forest, $ri Rama and 
his princess Janaki (Sita) play their various sweet- 
pastimes with herds of hundreds of youthful and 
very attractive young damsels.”

Rama : Contain Supreme Madhurya but came for diferent purpose 


Perhaps in scriptures, first time the word 
Madhurya comes in Sri Valmiki Ramayana to say 
Sti Rama has Paramam Madhurya. In Itihasa 
(history), Shri Rama has been only personality who 
has been celebrated as the ideal hero and the 
perfect personality. Whole Ramayana revolves 
around him or his dear consort Sita. Maryada- 
Purushottam (the noblest purusha) Shri-Rama — 
who steals the hearts of all just by his natural 
enticing beauty, elegance, virtuosity, generosity, 
heroism and everything else without any effort. 
One can have a hint of his supreme sweetness 
from the episode of the sages of Dandakaranya 
engrossed in the bliss of Brahma-ananda yet lost 
their very own existence upon beholding all 
attractive Shri Rama, and then they requested Sri 
Rama to allow them to embrace him in the mood 
of conjugal love! Even great sages immersed in 
brahmananda are seen losing their heart in the 
mood of conjugal-love in Shri Ramavatara after 
getting a glance of Sri Rama, then let alone 
thinking the conditions of the ordinary women folk 
after seeing the all attractive beauty and charm, 
yet heroic and strong personality of Shri Rama. 


Sampurn-Aishvarya and Sampurn-Madhurya both 
find their abode in Sri Rama. The four armed 
Shrimannarayana or Maha-Vishnu who dwells in 


Maha-Vaikuntha is the Aishwarya rupa of Bhagavan 
Shri Rama. Maha-Vishnu is the condensed spiritual 


effulgence (splendor) of Shri Rama, and he has 
infinite Kalyan-gunas (auspicious qualities). 
Bhagvan Sri Rama takes the form of Maha-Vishnu 
with his supreme-opulence (Aishwarya) in Maha- 
Vaikuntham, while He himself eternally dwells in 
his personal Madhurya-rupa (two-armed form) 
along with his Para-shakti Sita in Saket-Loka, 
where the eternal divine couple Shri SitaRama 
sport with devotees in Sakha-Sakhi Bhaava. And 
All Avataris, Avataras, gods and goddesses 
worship him and eagerly wait if they could get 
some instruction from Brahm himself. 


There are different planes of love and devotion 
towards the supreme personality. There are 
different mode of devotion (Bhakti) : Shanta 
(peaceful contemplater of Sri Rama), Dasya 
(servant of the Sri Rama), Sakhya (friend of Sri 
Rama), vatsalya (parent-children relationship with 
Sri Rama), and Madhurya (lover of Sri Rama). 
Devotees take him as their father, mother, son, 
friend, master and beloved-lover etc as per their 
different modes of devotion. 


In Sri Ramavatara, Sri Rama has both aspects of 
Madhurya and Aishvarya, however he displayed a 
well-balance between his Madhurya-Leela and 
Maryada-leela, that's why he is more complete and 
perfect among his all Purushavatars (incarnations), 
and therefore he is called Paratpar Purusa 
Purushottama in true sense. Sage Valmiki and Lord 
Brahma were verily aware that humankind can get 
complete and perfect teachings of dharma, 
righteousness and upright behavior to lead a 
human life from Sri Rama-avatar alone, therefore 
Sage Valmiki revealed predominantly Maryada- 
Leela (the noble pastimes) of Sri Ramavatara in 
greater benefit and common goodness of the 
society, and gave hints of Madhurya-Leela at few 
places in Valmiki-Ramayana. It is because 
Madhurya is not for all. However, there are many 
other scriptures which equally sing the glory of 
divine love and sweetness (Madhurya-Rasa) as 
well as Aishvarya (opulence) in its complete form 
displayed by Lord Rama. Scriptures say just by 
singing his matchless glorious Maryada-leela 
which can't be found in any of his other 
incarnations, devotee can easily get the supreme 
abode of Sri Rama i.e. Saket Loka.
